(2) The Palais Royal, originally built by Cardinal RICHELIEU, and by 
him bequeathed to his Royal Maſter LOUIS XIII, received its preſent title 
| when Anne of Auſtria, Regent of the Kingdom quitted the Louvre to eftablish 
herſelf there, with the young King and the Duke of Anjou her ſons. Little 
of the old building conſtructed by Mercier exiſts at preſent, The exterior fagade 
of the firſt court was decorated by Moreau, Architect to the King, when the 
Opera houſe was rebuilt aſter the fire in April 1763. The moſt celebrated 
Artiſts of every kind have been and are employed to render this Royal pile one 
of the moſt magnificent Palaces in Europe. The new buildings erected by the 
order of its preſent poſſeſſor , (a faithful repreſentation of which is given in the 

plate annexed ) are after the deſigns of Louis, and conſiſt of one order only, 
| embracing the whole elevation, Towards the garden it is ornamented with one 
hundred and eighty arcades, forming a magnificent Piazza , in the center of each of 
which 1s ſuſpended a reverbere; and between every two, riſes a fluted pilaſter of the 
compoſite order forty two feet in height; theſe ſuſtain a baluſtrade ornamented 


with vaſes which crown this ſuperb building, and render it juſtly the admiration 
of Europe.

He has releaſed the market from the monopoly 
under which it long groaned and put it into the hands of the magiſtrates, and 

founded a drawing school for fifty boys natives of Orleans. 


(12) Under the auſpices of their Serene Highneſſes, the Duke and Dutcheſs 
_ of ORLEANS, a Philanthropic Society has been eſtablished in that City, for 
the relief of ſickneſs age, orphans and widows under certain deſcriptions ; to 
which their donation is fix hundred Guineas.
